OUR FRONT COVER 


The illustrations on the front cover are photographs of Tulip.combinations 
which appeared last Spring in the gardens of two of our customers. The varieties, 
The Bishop (Darwin) and Mrs. Moon (Cottage), were planted in two long parallel 
panels which bordered a path leading up to the house. The effect of these two 
magnificent Tulips blooming together was extremely beautiful. 


In the lower illustration, we have tried to interpret the brilliant effect that was 
achieved with a mass planting of Tulip Centenaire (Darwin) within an encircling 
background of Azalea Hinodegiri, which was also in bloom at the time. When 
first viewed, it gave one the impression of an ocean of vivid color with glowing 
waves breaking high upon the shore in a shimmering spray of the same brilliant 
color in the blossoms of the Azaleas as that of the Tulips.
